Two officers 
they appoint in euecrie congregation for the 
teaching of the worde: Paſtors for exhorta- 
tion, Teachers for doctrine, and matters of 
controuerſie. It were to bee wiſhed, that e- - 
uverie Church had one welllearned and furni- 
| ſhed for both theſe partes: for maners and 
life,tonoteand correct ſwearers,idleperlons, 
drunckardes, and all offenders, and:to order 
eucric thing in the Church, with the Paſtor 


and 
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and teacher: they appoint Eders in no cer- 
tainenumber. Therebuke and corre&on of. 
anie finne, we account neceſlarie, & is done 
among, vs by ſundrie kindes of officers ; the 
paltors by worde,the Eccleſiaſtical iudges by 
cenſures, the other officers by puniſhments 
inflicted . The thing it ſelfe we hauc, as we - 
haue the worde taught and ſet forthamong 
vs. The. third thing in gouernement that . 


-they count neceſlarie, is the. Deaconſhippe, 


whoſe office ſhoulde bee to make collection, 
and to diſtribute to the poore and needie. 
This in euerie pariſh is done, although by 
officers of other names. Laſt ofall, they adde 


| Releeuers, which ſhoulde attend vpon the 


lame and f:cke, and ſuch as can, not helpe 


. themſelues. There is not jn euerie pariſh 


continuall neede of ſuch a ſtanding officer. 
When it needeth , ſome that are charitable 
and pitifull, doe take ſome order for it, Now

a Miſter of the worde,and not of anie com- 
panie, by whome he receaued it. And how 
ſhoulde wee thinke, that the laying on of 


| handesto make a Miniſter , ſhoulde pertaine 


fo them that are no Miniſters ? After theſe 
particular places for their Elderſhip , they | 
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haue ſome alſo which ſeeme to inferre theſe, 
and all their other officers : but the chiefe are - 
two.

Their newe officers are not neceſſarie to

Mercenarie preachers: Allwhich together with 
this people, ſiand bounde and ſubiett tothe By- 1 
ſhops Romiſh conrtes of hie commiſſion, of facul=  _ © 
ties , of arches ,ofprerogatines , of delegates ,of | 
their Commiſſaries, and the reſt, 
Becauſe wee haue ſome officers of like | 
name , though. not all , nor of like quali- 
tie, as they childiſhlie imagine: They aye, 
neither gouerners nor ſubiectes , neither pa- 
ſtors nor people , can bee the. Churche of 
Thrift , Foure orders they make here of 
thinges and perlons to bee condemnedand 
remoued , Fult, all thoſe that haue Ec- 
cleliaſticall gouernement committed . vnto 
them , the Byſheps and; all thar.,doe .afhſt 
_ them... Secondlie , all fortes of Miniſters, 
preachers and not preachers. Thirdly , Ec- 
cleſiafticall courts and indgements., Laf of 
all, the whole people for Belo and conti- 
 _ Nuingſubietyutothole, If we ag: 4 
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ofthis their peremptorie ſentence, weecan 
perceaue none here, but becauſe they are po= 
piſh and Antichriſtian . If I ſhoulde confeffe 


this, and ſayethe gouernement is ſuch, and 


_ defende our Church, by the example ofthe 
Church in Baby/oz,, as one doeth : Iſhoulde 


iuſtifie them , and condemne our ſelues : I 


ſhoulde lye againſt the trueth , and againſt- 


mine owne ſoule . But thus TI faye : If theſe 
ge be popiſh , asthey doe ſtand among 


vs, letthem bee excluded : nayclet vs bee 


excluded out of the Church altogether, 
Nowe then, how ſhall we knowe, whether 
athing be popiſh and eAntichritian, or no?

refie among ys , butaredirefted toroote our 
rie, to keepeysin f true faith, toaduance 
the worde of God, to eſtabliſh our iuſtifica= 
tion by faith , to further repentance and good 
workes,to puniſh finne, to define that which 
is equall and-right, to keepe the common 
peace ofthe Churche : then are they not po.
